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THE LAST RESORT. 


Forty-Five Members of the Par- 
liamentary Party Withdraw 
Frem the Parnell 
Conference. 


They Will Hold a Meeting of 
Their Own and Depose 
Their Leader.

Gladstone Absolutely Refuses te Negetiate 
With the Irish Party Until the Change Is 
Made—The Seceders Largely in the Ma- 
jority—What Determizned Them Upor 
Their Course of Action—A Stormy Scene 

at Te-Day’s Session—Parnell Declines te 

Entertain a Metier for His Depesition— 
Sexten’s Delivery of the Ultimatum of 
the Leader’s Oppenentse—General Fer- 
eigu News. 


LONDON, Dec. 6.—At 1 o’clock to-day the 
Irish members of the House of Commons, 
whw are considering the advisability of retir- 
ing Mr. Parnell from the leadership of th 
Nationalist party, reassembied in the com- 
mittee-room of the House of Commons which 
has been set apartfortheiruse. it was the 
desire of the members te maintain the strict- 
est secrecy regarding their proceedings, and 
they had requested the officials of the House 
to ald them in keeping outsiders away from 
the meeting room. Im eoasequence no one 
was allowed in the loDby adjoining the room. 
Even the courtesy extended tothe press was 
suspended and ne reporters were admitted in 
the vicinity of the place where the delibera- 
tions were tating piace. 

A DELICATE SITUATION. 

In the minds of the nervously uneasy 
prowlers about the approaches to the cuon- 
ference-room this morning all things political 
are tentative. So delicate is the situation 
that nota man of them will have aword to 
say (even to an American) about those things 
which happened yesterday, or of the events 
which may transpire to-day. The oyster is as 
a steam calliope compared with one of these 
Irish Members of Parliament. 

It is motto be denied that thereare those 
who still consider the situation as one of ex- 
treme grayity, bust it is nevertheless 
in the alr of Westminster that 
the next few hours will bring the 
end of the crisis. Nothing can well be more 
quietly amusing than to observe the mixed 
air of obsequioust mystery and know-it-all. 
ativeness with which the ‘‘fi-pun-a-week’’ 
youn, gentliemer of the London press ap- 
proaches an Irish Parliamentarian whom he 
vaguely suspects ef having an idea concealed 
about himself. Tyey arein tne malifi good 
natured, large heatted, clear headed fellows, 
who would courageously and decorously 
starve to death om space rate assignments on 
American papers within sa winter’s solstice. 
They have danced nimbliy enough, 
however, to the lascivious pleasing of 
the Hibernian lute. The pcture presented by 
the representative of the aristocratic Sé. 
James Gazette, as he glares at the Irish re- 
porter of Freeman's Journtl, whoa moment 
ago was drawn into ar odscure corner by a 
Parneliite member, was calculated to 
make the ungodly laugt and the beathen 
imagine vain thins. 

GLADSTONB’S ALTITUDE. 

Immediately after Parnell had taken the 


chair and the journal of yesterday’s session 
had been read, Mr. Redmund, Cuairman of | 
the special committee appointed to wait upon | 
Mr. Gladstone yesterday, arose and stated | 
that the committee had discharged the duty 
with which it bad been intrusted. | 
Then, as * part of its report, | 
Mr. Redmond sent tothe secretary a letter, | 
which late last nighthadbeen received by bis 
committee from Mr. Gladstone. The reading 
of the letter was quietly listened to until that 
portion of it was reacbed in which Mr. Giad- 
stone offered to treat with a new leader of the 
Irish Nationalist party on the same terms of 
equality and mutualconfidence which he had 
once accorded Mr. Parnell. When this point 
was reached by the secretary, the supporters 
of Mr. Sexton and Mr. Uealy cheered and 
cheered again. | 

Upon the conclusin of the reading of Mr. 
Gladstone’s letter a stormy debate ensue. 
In the midst of ascene of such excitement as 
bas not been equaled even in the proceedings 
of this harassed meting of angry Irishmen, 
Messrs. Barry, Sexton and Healy in quick 
succession took the floor and with great de- 
termizgation and h powerful language de- 
manded that a divbion be at once bad upon 
the main Lege ge of the retirement pf 
Mr. Parnell from the leadershin of the Irish 
Parliamentary pany. 

SEXTO]’S ULTIMATUM. - 

Finally, and novin the midst of asolemn 
silence Mr. Sexton arose, and speaking with 
calm deliberation, but in a tone indicative of 
suppressed emotion, delivered to Mr. Parnell 
the ultimatum of the majority of the Irish 
representation in Pariianent. The ultimatum 
was to the effect that in the event of the 
affirmative decision of Mr. Parnell as to his 
resignation of the chairmanship being delayed 
after 6 o’clock this eft(rnoon, the majority 
would at ence withdraw from the present 
conference and proceedto convene a separate 
meeting of the majority. 

‘*This meeting,’’ saic Mr. Sexton, slowly 
and deliberately, facing his colleague, ‘Swill 
depose Charies Stewart Parnell from his piace 
as leader of the Nationa; party in Ireland.’’ 

With the conclusion Mr. Parnell’s irre- 
concilable foe, andin he midst of turmoll, 
excitement an¥ confusig, the conference, at 
2:45, took a recess for haf an hour. 

On the reassemblingiof the conference at 
the conciusion of halfam hour’s recess, a 
letter from Archbisibp Walsh was read 
which im the stronges| terms demanded the 
peremptery removal Mr. Parnell from the 
Irish leadership. A profound impression was 
created upon the confe'ence by the reading of 
this document, which \plainly iadicated the 
adoption by the arehbone’s colleagues of 
the Irish Catholic PR, i of a policy ag- 
gressively hortile to fr. Parneil’s contin- 
uanes in power. 

Mr. John O’Conner thin moved the passage 
of a resolution which|declared Mr. Gia¢- 
stone’s letter im repy to the overtures 
of the special comuittee of the con- 
ference to be nsatisfactory and 
asserting that Ireland Bquires positive and 
unequivocal assurances fic 


' work. While Parnell has done we 


and land problems. The motion was seconded 
by Mr. Kenny in a brief but energetic speech. 
LEFT THE CONFERENCE. 

Mr. Abraham then took the floor and moved 
asan amendmentto Mr. O’Oonner’s metion 
that Mr. Parnel! should at once vacate the 
chairmanship of the Irish Nationalist party. 
Mr. Parnell stolidly refused te put the ques- 
tionon Mr. Abraham's resolution, where- 
upon Justin McCarthy and forty-four other 
members of the conferesce arose fram their 
seats and slowly filed out of the room. . 

Itislearned thatascene of extraordinary 
excitement followed Parneli’s refusal to en- 
tertain and put Mr. Abraham’s motion for his 
retirement from. the leadership of 
the Irish party before the Na- 
tionalist conference after the recess 
to-day. Itappeara thatas Mr. Justin McOar- 
thy was banding inthe written copy of Mr. 
Abraham’s resolution, Mr. Parnell, laboring 
under great excitement, fiercely struck at his 
band, from which he weonened the paper and 
tore it into pleces. 

In an.instant Mr. J. Hantly MoCarthy, the 
memberfor Newry, was upon his feet de- 
nouncing in bitter terms Mr. Parsell as the 
Insuiter ot his father and the enemy of Ire- 
land. 

Mr. McCarthy then said that while he had 
hitherto acted with Parnell, henceforth he re- 
pudiated him as the leader ef tne Irish Nation- 
alist party. The defection of Mr. McCarthy 
raised the total strength of the anti-Parnellite 
faction to. a membership of 45. 


Policy ef the Land League. 


NEw YORK, Dec. 6.—Patrick Gleason, the 
President of the Municipal Coungil ofthe Land 
League, during a conversation on the subject 
of Gladstone-Parnell last evening with a re 
porter, said that the Irish American Leaguers 


haa nothing to gain by acting nastily while 
the Parnell affair was yes} acombat on the 
a side. 

The first policy of the members ofthe 
Led@gue here,’” he said, ‘‘is to insist upon 
unity of action on the other side instead of 
urging the support of Parnell as the leader of 
one faction orvurganization. The vital ques- 
tion to be decided is, should there or should 
there not be a united front? The league here 
does not want to advocate the claims of a fac- 
tion simply, and as the welfare and future of 
Ireland are at stake, no wan, no matter how 
he has been beloved by the people, should 
stund inthe way. In place, then, of advocat- 
ing one or two fragments ofa party, every 
effort should be made to heal all differences.’’ 

*‘*What if Parnell persists im his claims to 
the leadership after the Gladstone meeting?’’ 

All the great 
work accomplished during the pastten years 
would bave to be begun over again, and In the 
face of far more adverse circumstances than 
ever. Thus far the Land League has said 
nothing formally as a body regarding the ae- 
plorable situation of affairs, but unless the 
Irish party decides on unity the League will 
declare itself very emphatically. ’’ 

‘How?’ 

“lt there is a split of the party abroad after 
the Gladstone conference what would be the 
use of the Irish envoys remaining here? They 
would be foolish to go before the Parnell 
combat is ended, as some ridiculous reports 
say that they tntend to do, for they would 
have nothing to gain and a great deal to lose. 
But wind wiil not take the place ef 
money. Thatis the ammunition that will 
win the battle, honestiy used as it is now and 
has been for years. But ifthe party does not 
unite undersome ieader and remains with 
Mr. Parneil atthe head of one Irish faction 
and Air. Somebody-else at the nead of 
anuthber, it must do what it can to live and 
thrive on wind when it needs help from tbis 
side ofthe Atlantic. The Lesgue will not 
cortribute emy more money and will openly 
deciare that notadollar will ge abroad for 
4hme use of the party until it comes to its 
senses, With unity over there, there is no 
fearofasplithere. With the party split on 
the other side there os be unity here against 
sending help to faction 

‘Will the Leagu thene be against Parnell if, 
notwithstanding that the Gladstone Commit- 
tee of Conference decides he should retire as 
a leader, he persists in leading a faction?’’ 

‘*It decidediy will be, ia my opinion. A& 
the same time we do not forget his service of 
sixteen years. Politically we would to a man 
prefer bim to any other as a leader, but 
through his present cause he stands between 
Ireland and Ler great opportunities for guod 
and the view of it alwars.is Ireland 
first, the man afterwards. This is nota oon- 
bat against Parnell. It liga combat against 
the party dwindlin into factiong and 
Ireland being made the sufferer. We have 
no less love for Parnoll than we had before 
the scandal, but we have a greater love for 
Ireiand. Wewould all have him at the head 
of affairs if what has occurred could be over- 
looked, but that cannot be. The Cathelic 
hierarchy revresents the Catholic clergy, and 
the clergy the people's view of itall. In the 
face ofthis opposition the Irish party with 
factional leaders would be helpless in its 
lfor years, 
it must not be forgotten that. his great follow- 
ers in Parliament have done great service 

What ceuid he have done without 
tbhem?’’ 

Hugh King, the First Vice-President ofthe 
Municipal Council, was present at the inter- 
view and agreed with President Gleason in 
every particular.

They were, of course, intensely 
interested in the news from London 
of the proceedings of the Irish Nationalist 
meeting, as reported by the Associated Press, 
but deciined to make any comments on 
the results pending the receipts of 
intelligence of the final action ofthe Parselli- 
ite and anti-Parnellite factions on the ground 
that any premature utterance was likely to 
complica'é matters both here and on the 
other side.

The Sisseton Agency. 


CHicaGo, Ill., Dec. 6.—A special dispatch 
from Sisseton Agency, §. D., says: The 1,200 
Indians on the Sisseton and Wanpeton Reser- 
vation are on the verge of starvation at the 


opening of winter because of the Govern- 
ment’s failure to furnish them subsistence. 
The Interior Department has authorized the 
expenditure of $2,000 for the relief of the red 
wmen, but upon this sma!! sum of money over 
1,200 men, women and children mua live for 
a period of six monthsof rigorous winter. 
This is leas than one cent a day for each per- 


sop. 

Ohief Renville and all the other able-bodied 
Indians on the reservatidn have addressed a 
petition to the Government as follows: 

**Weappealtothe autborities at Washing- 
ton and our friends everywhere in the East to 
aid we as far as it be in their power. Unless 
we are helped in some way creat suffering 
and actual etarvation wil! be inevitabie.’’

CAPT. SAMUEL STILLWELL DEAD. 


Ae O14 and Beloved Citiz:n Breathes His 
Last in Sutton. 


Capt. Samuel Stillwell, the retired merchant 
and river man, died suddenly at his home in 
Button this morning of heart disease. 
To the present and rising genera- 
tion Capt. Stiliwell is littl known, but 


twenty years azo he was one of the most 
prominent and influential merchants in the 
city aud was very weulthy. Hecameto this 
city in 1659, from Ohio, and built a distillery, 
andin 1860 opened a naval store on Malin 
street, under the frm name of 
Stillwell, Powell & Co. During the war 
the firm bougiitand sold steamboats and at 
One time owned twonty-five or thirty steam- 
ers on the Mississpp!i and Ohio Rivers. Capt. 
Stillwell amassed a fortune atthetime but he 
met with business reversals in late 
wears which’ carried off nearly all bis 
wealth and he died {tn moderate circum- 
stances. One of hisfauits was cxtreme gen- 
erosity. As a business man and citizen bis 
character was above reproach. He was gooa- 
natured, a joviai companion and a friend to 
the poor. He ieaves a wife and one child. 
Atfrancemonts iorthe funeral have not as 
yet been made, but due notice will be given.

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The Lallroad Indictments. 


CHICAGO, lll., Dec. 6.—The indictments re- 
turned by the Federal Grand-jury yesterday 
ageinst rallroud officials for violating the 
interstate commerce law created a sensation 
im railroad and commercial circies. Board of 


Trade men are especially interested, as the 
-action of the Grand-jury strikes at theroot 
& practice of which the smaller 
dealers have lone complained. In the 
ureult of their business, they hawe found 
that a few heavy firms on the Board have been 
able to secure rebates {rom the rallroads on 
grain shipments ‘from Western points to this 
city, which enabled them to sell grain at rates 
which would ruin the sinaller men. It is this 
which has nmiade business on the Board for 
several vears unprofitable for any except the 
heavy dealers and the lucky speculators. 

Mr. N. H. Warren ofthe firm of N. li. War- 
ren & Co., commission men on the Board of 
Trade, for granting rebates to whom General 
Freight Agent Miller of the Chicago, Burling. 
ton & Quincy road was indicted, has told a re- 

rthe story as he told it to the Grand- 
. He said that his firm had some thirty 
elevators in Nebraska which, together 
with its corncribs, represevt un ine 
vyestment of $200,000, and continued: ‘'‘We 
kepton doing businegs until about eighteen 
months ago, when wen like Counse!lwan and 
Armour came in and offered such prices as 
“drove us out of business. They would buy 
the grain under our noses and setit down 
here in Chicago at 2 cents less than we could, 
It was apparent that they bad some advan- 
tage over us in rates of transportation. We 
moticed that the grain was taken off the 
line of the Buriington A Missouri River road 
as s00n as possible—at Omaha generally, 
and shipped by some other route to Chicago. 
A good dea! of it came over the Santa Fe and 
the Rock Isiand. It wasruinous. I appealed 
to Mr. Tuoinas Miiler of the Burlington 
to carry out its solemn agreement 
to protect us in rates. We had 
done a business which was worth 
asmuch as $1,000,000 a year to the raliroad 
company. Hesaid that the Interstate Com- 
merce law prohibited cutting rates and was 
exceedingly strict. 1 told him we did nct 
want himtoviolate the law, but we must 
have rates that would protect us against com- 
peting lines or aise go out of business. 

‘*Mr. Milier said he would see what could 
be done. Shortly after this we began to re- 
estve grain from our clevators. Idid not know 
how it came and did not inquire. I have 
Since learned that the matter was accom- 
pli dthrough our head book-keeper, Mr. 
Galiup. The burlington officials knowing he 
was in our confidence mene pt fee him as their 
agent to secure shipments of freight to secure 
the business that belonged to the company.

A NEW SCHOOL ROW. 


THE TEACHERS COMMITTEFR WRANGLING 
OVEK THE CLIFTON HEIGHTS SCHOOL. 


The Question Whether It Shall Be a Branoh 
ef the Gratiot or Be Independest Be- 
comes the Cause of the Querre!—Personal 
Objections to Appointmente on the New 
Building Committee Place the President 
in a Quaudary. 


The School Board has leased three rooms at 
Cilfton Heights, which have been fitted up for 
school purposes, and it has been the inten- 
tion of the board to accede tothe request of 
the residents of thatseuburb and establish a 
school for the accommodation of the chil- 
dren, who number about 125 or 160. The rooms 
have been remode!ed, and for several days 
they have been ready for occupancy. Ses- 
sions might have been begun there 
nearly a week ago if there had been 
any disposition ta hasten matters, but 
at present noneof the supplies have been 
furnished, and the teachers bave oot been 
appointed, which means that it will be at least 
ten days before the schoo! can be opened, and 
then it will be so near the bolidays that noth- 
ing of practical value can be accomplished 
before the Christmas vacation, 

The real cause of thedelay isafight in the 
Teachers Committee over the appoint- 
ments, and’ the feeling is yery strong. 
There are half a dozen candidates 
for the place of principal, and it is 
sought with earnestness, for the lady 
applicants feel that it will be easier to obtain 
such a position in that school than in a larger 
one and the prinocipaiship in the Clifton 
Heights School, may lead to promotions. 
Prominent among the applicants are Mrs. Dil- 
lon and Mrs. O’Nelill, two experienced teach- 
ers, and also Mre. Wiggin and Miss Broch- 
nan. 

THE CoMMIfTEER IN A QUANDARY. 

Apparently the Teachers Gommittee has 
taken no notice of the Clifton Heights School, 
but as a matter of fact the appointments were 
the subject of a rather heated discussion at 
the meeting last) Monday evening. Mr. Mc- 
Entire nominated acertain teacher for prin- 
cipal who was opposed by every other member 


ofthe committees. Still Mr. McEntire would 
vote for ber and for nobody else. Messrs. 
tarstow and Richardson were in favor of 
making the Clifton Heights Schoo) an adjunct 
of the Gratiot School, and Miss Ludlow, the 
principal of the latter, would then be Super- 
vising Principal of the former. Miss Ludlow 
is very anxious that this proposition 
should g0 through because the Clif- 
ton Heights pupiis will all, or nearly 
aliofthem, go from the Gratiot. More than «@ 
hundred will leave that school atany rate, 
which will reduce the grade of the Gratiot 
Schooit and consequentiy reduce the pay of 
the principal. If, bowever, the principal bas 
charge of both schools, the salary will remain 
what itis now, and on this account Miss Lud- 
low ia naturally anxious to have the new 
school made a branoh of the Gratiot. 

Miss Uudlow’s friends present a very strong 
argumentin favorof that action. They say 
that Miss Ludlow has by ber own efforts built 
the Gratiot Schooluptoathird grade school 
and filied the rooms with puplis. If the Clif- 
ton Heights Schoolis made an independent 
school Mise Ludlow and her corps of teachers 
will make every effort to retain pupiis at the 
Gratiot out of pride for thelr own schoo). The 
Principal ana teachers of the Clifton Heights 
wiit of course try to get pupils from the 
Gratiot, and there will be a war Letween two 
echeuolsin one district. The Gratiot is on 
one edge of Cliften Heights aad the new 
school is five biooks away. Miss Ludiow’s 
friends say this is the only case tn the history 
of the board where rooms rented in the neigh- 
borbood of a echoo! are made arp tndenendent 
school. Theysay she will receive no addi- 
tional salary for supervising this school and it 
will have the benefit of ber experience asa 
principal, whereas all the other applicants 
are teachers who have no experience as prin- 
cipals. The establishing of the school 
was opvosed bocuuse it would draw 
children from all the rooms of 
the Gratiot and require a reduction 
of the corps of teachers which would lower 
the grade of the Gratiot. 

But the peopie of Clifton Heights wanted it 
because they did not want their children to 
cross the railroad tracks and the ugly gullies 
that lie between the suburb and the school. 

WANT IT INDEPENDENT. 

They were given the school on that account, 
and nowthat they have it, they want it made 
an independent school because Clifton Heights 
is a community and the pe:ple are imbued 
with astern local pride. They do not want 
any of their institutions wade branches 
of anything e'se, and they wishto have their 
school independent as everything else in 
Clifton Heights is. These views of the situa- 
tion have entered the committee and divided 
it into factions, whose contentions have de- 
layed the determination of the question and 
conseonently the opening ofthe school. It is 
probable, however, that the committee will 
eettie upon one plan oranothber on Monday, 
for the board will meet on Tuesday, and some 
one will ask what has become of the Clifton 
Heights school. The committee would not 
like to go before the board and report that the 
opening of the school had been delayed by its 
own factional ficht. 

MR. EDWARD O' BRIEN’S STATEMENT. 

Mr. Edward J. O’Brien of Clifton Heights, 
who favorethe early opening of the schnool- 
rooms leased for the accommodation of the 
children in tbat section, said there was much 
diseatisfaction owing tothe delay in getting 
matters in shape for the reception 
of pupils. Concerning the plan to 
place the Clifton Heights School uader 
the supervision of the principal of the Gra- 
tiot, he said the people in that neighborhood 
wanted it to be conducted independent of any 
other school. ‘*‘You see,’’ he said, ‘‘Ciifton 
Heights has increased largely in population 
and the peopie of that suburb feel that they 
are cntitied to a school of thelr own, 
instead of having it made ” 
branch of the school at Cheltenham. 
That is the impression I form from the 
expression of the Clifton Heights residents. 
There are over 100 children of school age in 
Clifton Heights, and they haveto walk more 
thana haif miletoschoo!, This is one of the 
reasuns why the dissatisfaction exists on 
account of the delay in opening the new 
schoo!.’’ 


A Personal Objection. 


President Milleris now in a quandary to 
know what to do about the new Building 
Commitwpe. He had not anticipated any 


trouble im selecting members for that subor- 
dinate but important department, because it 
isthe choice committee of the board and 
those who are placed on it are usually satisfied 
that they themselves have been appoloted 
without troubling themselves about others, 
but the present board has changed many of 
the methodsof that body and the Buliding 
Committee has escaped. President Milier’s 
firet list of appointees to that committee con- 
tained the names of Messrs. O’ Connell, 
O’Corsnor, McEntire, sus, Gibbons, 
Cudmore and Kaight, This wae 
thought to - good and 
hermonious committee, and he was never 
more surprised in his life than when Mr. 
O’Cennel!l, the mild and complaisant John, 
served notice on him that ne would not serve 
ona committee with Mr. MeEntire.

LUFDFKING MAKES AN IMPORTANT 
DISCOVERY IN Dk, STIFPEL’S VITALS. 


DR. 


Ele Wishes to Have Other Parts ef the Body 
to Examinrze Bofore He Will Give a Posi. 
tive Opinion—His Keport to Be Made 
Monday or Tuesday—Anothor Case. 


Coroner Irwin received a telephone mes- 
sage from Prof. Luedeking early this after- 
noon telling him tbat he had made an impor- 
tant discovery in his chemical analysis of the 
viscera of Dr. ftiepel, and informing him 
further that he should like very much to have 
other portions of the body to examine. 

Just what discovery was made could not be 
learned irom the coroner or .the professor, 
as neither deemed it prudent to talk on the 
matter as yet, but the information neverthe- 
less leaked out, or at least suilicient infor- 
mation to justify the inference that Prof. 
Luedeking has discovered evidences of poison 
in the organs be examined. The ooroner 
gave him for examination the heart, liver, 
kidneys, spleen, gall. biadder, stomach, 
lungs and in fact nearly every organ, inciud- 
ing portions of the entrails, and about the 
only portion of the body left in which the 
poison in question is likely to be detected 
readily is the muscular portion, the leg or 
arm, for instance. Both copperas aad arsenic 
are known to have a marked effect on the 
muscles and itis believed that one of these 
polsonus is the one discovered by the professor 
in bis examination. They are both mineral 
poisons and the poisons suspected’ mostly 
were liquid poisons. The kidneys indicated 
mercury, a mineral poison, but the chemical 
analysis showed no evidence of it. 

PROF. LUEDEKING 
said that while it was not absolutely neces- 
sary for him to bave any new portions of 
the body, still he was desirous to make 
the investigation as thorough as it 


was possible to makelt. The reason he did 
not make this dlscovery sooner was because 
his first teste were made for the more com- 
mon poisons.. From this remark the infer- 
ernceis dr wn that itis not arsenic but cop- 

eras which has been found in the viscera of 

r. Stiepel. 

The body was buried yesterday, but it will 
be exhumed. 

HAS HAD RESULTS. 


‘*Yes, indeed. Every teat nasa resuit,and I 


have made a great many tests. Ihave prom- 
ised, however, to give my report to the Cor- 
oner first and it will be made public through 
him. JIdonotcare to say what I have found 
or have not found now, as ldo not want to 
make any corrections later. My report will be 
my finding of the case on which I will stand.

Asthe chemist spoke he went about ar- 
ranging the flameof a spirit lamp undera 
giass well filled wih red, Dlack and greenish 
matter, or held a boy to the lizht, drained off 
a red liquid through a paper filter or watched 
a vapor meltinto aliquid inalong tude and 
drop off intoavial. He wasasked to tell the 
process of tne analrsia, but refused, saying: 
‘*‘I may doso later, but notnow. It would 
take time and to becorrect should be given in 
technical terms.’’ 

A large cut-glass bottle labeled ‘‘Lungs’’ 
was seen on the table and several vials filled 
with material very like it was also noticed 
undergoMg a protsss of dissolution. The 
lungs of Dr. 8tlepel were givento Dr. Luede- 
kinw on the theory that analysis of them 
might prove the suspicion of suffocation, the 
presence oO! decarbouized blood being consid- 
ered a proof of deat from lack of oxvgen. 

EXAMINATION OF THE LUNGS. 

‘*‘Have you exumined the lungs for evi- 
dences of suffocation?’’ the doctor was asked. 

‘*‘lam not-examining the specimens with 
the determination of finding foreign matter. 
They are sent to meto see if they are pure. I 
am presumed not to know what the purpose is 
ofthe examination and must render an im- 
partial report, and only the result 
of chemical tests. I do not 
look for poison nor traces of suffocation, I 
merely apply chemicals whichare known to 
separate the minerals and fluids vf animal 
matter, and when thisisdone it is a result. 
The presence ofa mineral is proyen in more 
Ways than one and that is what causes the de- 
lay. I willtry to reserye tpecimens of all the 
parts i have, so in case a demonstration is 
asked for lcan make it. My report will be 
full and explicit, and if nothing happens will 
be out Monday.’’

Luedeking will proDably go to work on 
another case of the character of Dr. Steipel’s 
next Monday, but the abseace of poison is ex- 
pected to be proven in this tase rather than its 


presence. It willbe watcied with eager in- 
terest by the people of Fosier Township, near 
Salem, Ill, Miss Annie Jpnes, a handsome 
lady about30 years ofage the daughter of 
Jones, a pidminent farmer 
Township, - was found 
her bed last Tuesday. 
The lady bad been ill, and: when the news of 
her death gotabroad it s whispered that 
she died from the effects a criminal opera- 
tion. The Uoroner toek ¢harge of the case 
and found evidences whicli point to the truth 
of the general suspition. There is 
also reason to belisve she com- 
mitte@? suicide aml belore condemning 
the physician who attendal her, the Coroner 
resolved to’ investigae the theory of suicide. 
The stomach was reiwoved and will probably 
be sent to Dr. Luefeking to-day. Shouid 
poison be founda in jhe stomach the investi- 
gation will cease, bit if the analysis fails 
to prove poison bud ten taken, stevs will be 
taken to bring the guilty parties to justice.

THE FARMERS’ ALLIANCE, 


Discussed at To-Day’s Session— 
General Political News. 


OCALA, Fla., Dec. 6.—The Alliance met at 
9:30 this morning. A resolution was offered 
by Gov.-Elect Buchanan of Tennessee to 
amend the Ocala platform adopted yesterday, 
so that the President of the National Alliance 
shali not have the power to suspend the 
editor of any Alliance newspaper organ which 
advocates any policy or any measures in vio- 
lation of the said platform. 


The amendment was discussed 
and referred to a committee. 

Anamendmentto theconstitution was of- 
fered by Buchanan which provides that it 
shall not be necessary for an Alliance editor 
to wetthe official sanction of the President 
before publishing of asdtate, county or subd- 
Alllance organ. 

Immediately atter the noon adjournment 
the National alliance delegates wili march in 
a body to Alliance Exposition building. 
Grand Master Workman Powderly of the Kk. of 
L. will address the public meeting. 

Much dissatisfaction is expressed at the re- 
port of the Committee on Investigation of tne 
charges against Messrs. Polk, Macune and 
Livingstone presented yesterday. It is learned 
this morning tbat President Hall of the 
Missouri Alllance, who was a member of that 
committee, pronounced against its finding, 
and that hig protest was attached to tbe re- 
port as President and adopted. 

here are rumors that Hall and 
those of Iiike views will have the 
matter brought up again to-day for discus- 
sion, hoping to nave the investigation re- 
opened but this is not likely to occur as time 
is getting short and the committee claims to 
have more thoroughly sifted every rumor to 
the bottom. While the election of officers 
yesterday gives general satisfaction, there is 
a streng indication of dissatisfaction with the 
result. This feeling is likely to igadto some 
alliance political «complications. Fverybody 
is lookiug for final adjournment some- 
time before midnight but there is a 
great deal of unfinished business still before 
the convention. &

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PROTEST OF THE FARMERS’ ALIANCE 
AGAINST THE CONGER LARD BILL, 


Measures Intragluced in the Sanate Te.Day— 
The Recall of Minister Miznaer—Secretary 
Blaine’s Letter— The Supreme Court 
Vacancy — Preceedings in the Lower 
House of Corgress—Washington News. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 6,—In the Senat 
to-day Mr. Paddock presented the protest of 
the Farmers’ Alliance now in convention at 
Ocala, Fla., against the passage of the Conger 
lard bill 

Mr. Sherman introduced three bilis and one 
amendinent toa bill, all of which were re- 
ferred tothe Finance Committee. The new 
bills are as follows: 

To amend the law relating to the refining 
and parting of bullion; to amend the act 
authorizing the receipt of gold coin in ex- 
change for gold bars, and abill authorizing 
the recoinage of subsidiary Coins of the United 
States. The amendment isone tothe Senate 
bill to reduce the amount of United States 
bonds to be required of national banks. 


The Recall of Mizuer. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 6,—The President 
has transmitted to Congress the correspoud- 
ence which ended in the recall of Lansing B. 
Mizner from the ministry to the Central 


American States, in response to a resolution 
of Sent. 2%. This shows that in response to 
Minister Mizner’s telegram announcing the 
kiliing of Gen. Barrundia by Guutemala offi- 
cers, who attempted to arrest him as an 
enemy of Guatemala, by permission of Mizner 
on board the Pacific mall steamer Acapuico, 
a telegram wa< sent Mizner expressing regret 
that he had advised or consented to Barrun- 
dia’s surrender. ° 

Mizner forwarded a copy of his letter to the 
Captain of the Acapulco, advising him to per- 
= the arrest of Barrundia. It contained 

8: 

‘*If@your ship is within one league of the 
territory of Guatemala and you have on 
board Gen. Barrundia, it becomes your 
duty under the law of nations 
to deliver him to the authorities of 
Guatemala upon thelr demand, allegations 
having been madeto this lexation that Bar- 
rundia is hostile to and ao enemy ofthis Ke- 
public; guaranties have been made to me 
by this Government that his life shall not be 
in danger or any other punishment inflicted 
upon him other than for causes charged.’’ 

Commander Reiter of the navy  con- 
ceded Guatemala’s right over the steamer 
and advised Mizner to obtain permission for 
Barrundia’s return to Mexico. The Guatema- 
lan Miniater of Foreign Relations refused te 
consent to this. 

After the killing of Barrundia, Mizner writes, 
he called on the Minister of Foreign Relations 
foran éxplanation and was told that the lat- 
ter had ordered that Barrundia be taken 6ven 
ifthe ship badto be sunk and a conflict with 
the United States war ships brought on. Miz. 
nersays he vnover heard of these orders be- 
fore. 

Secretary Blaine replying (Nov. 18) reviews 
the case and says the more it is examined the 
deeper becomesthe regret that Mizner ex- 
ceeded his authority. ‘‘l am aware,’’ says 
Mr. Blaine, ‘‘that i¢ may be said that after all 
you merely advised the Captain of his duty. 
Butthe Captain did not simply seek advice. 
In his telegram from Champerico he says that 
on his arrival at San Jose he will place bim- 
self ‘under the orders of the American Mine 
ister.’ He again telegraphed to you late from 
Champerico that he was ‘awaiting your in- 
structions,’ and that at San Jose he ‘expected 
your written orders.’ In his last telegram to 
you, dispatched from San Juse, on arriving 
atthat port on the evening of Aug. 27, ha 
categorically inguires: ‘Shail I deliver Gen. 
Barrundia to the autborities here? If so, 
Please send me aletter with your signature 
to that effect.’ ’’ 

The Secretary’s letter concludes: ‘‘For 
your course, tberefore, in intervening to per- 
mitthe authurities of Guatemala to accom- 
ae their desire to capture Gen. Barrundia, 

can discover no justification. You were 
promptly informed that your act was re- 
gretted. Lam now directed by the President 
to inform you that it is disavewed. The Pres!- 
dent is moreover of opinion that your useful- 
ness in,Central America is at an end. You 
will therefore leave your post with all con- 
venient dispatch, turning over your legation 
to Mr. Kimberly, charge d’ affaires ad interim, 
through whom your letter of recall will be 
presented tothe Guatemalan government.’’ 


The Supreme Court Vacancy. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 6—it is now 
pretty generally belicved that the President 
will not fillthe Supreme Court vacancy until 
after the holidays. It is likewise believed 
that there is no reason for believing that At- 


torney-General Miller will receive the ap- 
polntment. Though the President would like 
to appoint r. iller and the 
Atorney-General would like to et 
the place, yet there are reasons or 
the impression that the selection would not 
give general satisfaction. In the meantime 
the friends of the other candidates are hard 
at work pressing their claims. There are 
three prominent St. Loulsans mentioned and 
they have many supporters. They are Judge 
Samuel Breckenridge, Secretary Nobie and 
Henry Hitchcock, President of the American 
Bar Association. 


A MYSTERY SOLVED. 


Unexpected Testimony in the Travis Murder 
‘ Case at Lexington, Hy, 


LEXINGTON, Ky., Dec. 6.—A murder mystery 
that has puzzled the Lexington police for 
nearly a year was cleared up in court here 
yesterday. Ollie Travis, 30 years of age, got 
drunk last Uhrietmas Day, and going into 
Joha Beackart’s saloon raised'a row, Dick 
Perkins and Herman Gray, barkeepers, and 
the proprietor threw Travis out on the side:

The value of the proposed Tariff Com- 
mission to decide a question already de- 


cided by the people may be judged from 


the outcome of the Tariff Commission ap- 
pointed in 1882. It was composed of such 
high protectionists as HENRY W. OLIVER 
of Pittsburg: JonN L. Hayes, Secretary 
of the Wool Manufacturers’ Association; 
Av M. GARLAND, President of the Ohio 
Wool Growers’ Association, and ROBERT 
P. PORTER, the present Superintendent 
of the Census. 

After spending a great deal of public 
money taking testimony on the subject, 
they reported that a substantial reduc- 
tion of tariff duties was demanded by the 
best conservative opinion of the country 
as a measuré of justice to consumers and 
as necessary to our industrial prosperity, 
and to this end they presented to Congress 
a bill which they said would reduce the 
tariff 20 or 25 per centon the average. 

In this they were reflecting the views of 
GARFIELD and ARTHUR and = GRANT. 
About that time Mr. BraINe published 
his famous analysis of the consular re- 
ports showing that American labor gaye 
more and better work for every cent of 
its wages than any other labor in the 
world. 

But when the party uyder his lead took 
up the cry for higher tariff duties, these 
same tariff commissioners all flopped on 
the tariff question, denied the statements 
of their own report, denounced the testi- 
mony on which it was based as a pack of 
free trade lies, and joined in the cry that 
the tariff duties should be raised instead 
of being reduced.

TAE YOUNG TEACHER PASSES AWAY AT 
THE HOSPITAL AT NOON.

Never Regaining Cenccieusness, She 
Breathes Her Last Surrouasded by Lev. 
ing Friends—Her Sister Kn Koute Frem 
Housten, Tex.—Arrangements for the 
Post Mertem. 


Atl2 o’clock to-day Miss Augusta Tovell 
died at the City Hospital. 

Ever since noon of yesterday the poor young 
lady, whose life of ecarnest and faithful en- 
deavor was destined to be brought to a 
close by a means £0 horrible 
thgt the mind sbrinks from its con- 
templation, has been sinking fast 
and faster into the dread vailey of the shadow 
of death. Her body mutilated, her limbs 
almost torn asunder, her face fearfully dis- 
figured, her reason never recovering from the 
awful shock of the accident of last Tuesday 
evening, the pathetic picture of the dying 
school teacher has been one upon which 
the attention of an entire city has 
been riveted since the hour of, Miss 
Tovell’s arrival at the Oity Hospital. 
From that bruised and maaglied body the fin. 
ger of avenging justice points to the scene 
wheré the death wounds were received, and 
the demand goes outfrom a horror-stricken 
populace for the apprehersion and sure puna- 
ishment of her fiendish murderers. 

A SAD 8CENE. 

Gathered around Miss Tovell’s bedside in 
the little bospital room when she breathed 
her last at noon was a heart-break- 
ing group of friends, most of whom 
Dad been beside her almost constantly since 
the marked change for the worse became ap- 
parent yesterday. This greup, composed of 
Dr. and Mrs. Simon Pollak and several ladies 
to whom the young teacher had become en- 
deared during her school work in 8t. Louis, 
could do nething to ald the eflorts of the hos- 
pital authorities. Dr. Daiton paid frequent 
visits to the room given her at an early hour 
this morning, but there was nothing for him 
todo. Miss Tovell was dying, and the silent 


watchers by be bedside could only walt for 
the inevitable end. 

Her death was painless. Since about 10:30 
o’clock this morning there bad been no per- 
ceptivie pulse,and her breathing grew fainter 
and fainter, until at last the breath seemed to 
have lefther bodv. She was bLiinded as one 
result of the awtul experience causing 
ber death, andso, with the world and the 
faces of friends darkened from oper vision, 
the last moment of time arr:.ved, and with no 
sign or sound the voung teacher's soul passed 
away from the world, andthe seal of murder 
was set upen the criminal brutality of the two 
men whose inhumnan d sregard of human suf- 
fering cost Miss Tovell her life. 

HER SLAYERS SILL AT LARGE. 

These men are etill at large.» Followed by a 
mob of horror-stricken cit! 8 in their awful 
fight westward from Grand avenue with the 
body of the young lady dragging behind their 
wagon, thelr course extending through streets 
thick with residences, atan hour when many 
people are abroad, they bave still beea en- 
abled to escape apprebension as surely as 
though their fearful deed bad been coinmitted 
in the dead of midnight and in the loneliness 
of untrodden wiids. The biood of Miss Tevelli 
calls aloud for the capture of her slayers. 

A SISTER'S HURRIED JOURNEY. 

Even as the lonely girl lay dying at the 
City Hospital, ber sister, the only near rela- 
tive she bas, was speeding towards her bed- 
side from her home in Houston, Tex. A tele- 
gram received by Dr. Pollak from Mrs. Mara- 
ton last night announced that she would jeave 
atonce for St. Louls. She wiil-arrive here 
to-morrow worning. 

Acting under instructions from Dr. Pollak, 
the body of Miss Tovell will-be removed at 
once to the undertaking rooms of Smithers & 
Waysoner, at 1127 Olive street, where the post 
mortem over the remains will beheld. The 
arrangements for the burial have been de- 
ferred, awaiting tbe arrival of Mrs. Marston, 
the sister. 

Dr. Dalton was not prepared to state the 
exact cause of Miss ‘Toveil’s death, saying 
that the fullextentand effect of the injuries 
to the brain could only be determined by the 
post-mortem examination. His opinion is 
that death was caused by cerebral hemorrhage, 
produced by a bloo@-clot forming in the brain, 
and the opinion ts shared by other phy- 
sicilaps. Dr. Daitoa states that never, since 
her arrival atthe béespital, did Miss Tovell re- 
gain consciousness, though sometimes she 
appeared to be on the border land ef inteili- 
gence. Her words during 
the days was dylug 
buve been the pathetic, ‘‘Please don’t!’’ 
murmured faintly when Dr. Dalton was dresas- 
ing or examining her injuries, and sometimes 
a whispered ‘‘yes’’ or ‘‘no’’ that, uttered in 
reply to some egion, seemed to indicate 
thatthe dying‘teacher understood the doa- 
tor’s words. She has never been abie to open 
hereyes since arriving at the hospital, the 
lids being soswolien that they couid not be 
lifted. Dr. Dalton ‘is not yet entirely certain 
that Miss Toveli’s skull was fractured, the 
examination eéntailiagso much unnecessary 
suffering that it was loregone. 

THE POLICE AT SEA. 

The news of Miss loveil’s death was tel- 
ephoned immediately to the Central District 
Police Station from the hospital. It doubtless 
gave fresh impetus tothe search being made 
for the two men, who were so fearfully 
responsible for the death. To-duy there 
seems to be a fainter prospect for their 
apprehension thanever, The man Thomas 
©. Hammond, who was positively identifiea 
by the negro, Edward James, as the driver of 
the wagon which dragred Miss Tovell to 
death, was yesterday released from custody 
op proof of bis whereabouts elsewhere at or 
nearthe time ofthe awful occurrence. The 
other men held on suspidion have also been 
released, and there has ne evidence come to 
light to-day which would iead to the arrest of 
other parties. 

STORY OF A CRIMINAL ACCIDENT. 

The frighsful accident eee the death of 
Miss Toveli, eo borrible ‘a its nature, owing 
to an exhibition of criminal recklessness per- 
haps unequaled io a peculiar frantic cruelty, 
occurred last Tuesday evening shortly before 
5:30 o’clock. Its recital on the day following 
shocked the entire city, asd but little eise bas 
been talked of since. While attempting to 
cross the street at the corner of Grand and 
Deimar avenus Miss Tovell was struck and 
knocked down Dy a horse attached to a light 
spring wagon in which were two men. As 
soon as the accident occurred the driver 
whipped his borse into a wild gallop. In 
some way Miss Tovell’s foot beeme entangled 
in the fifth wheel of the wagon and she 
was dragged along the street behind the 
gailoping horse, The horror-stricker especta- 
tors cried to the men that they were drag- 
ging a woman to death, but no attention was 
paid to them, and the wagon began its wild 
fiigbt westward on Delmar avenue. hen a 
crowd of people joined in a chase of the 
wagon, all shouting :3 they ran in the hope 
of inducing the twa men to stop. 
negro, James, at one time was close enough 
to the wagon with ite awful freight under- 
neath to makeagrab for the horse’s head, 
but the driver swerved the horse to the op- 
posite side of the street, and drove on faster 
than before. A mun ina buggy at Grand and 
Washington avenue had been called to chase 
the wagon, but declined to dose, The peopie 
on foot followed the two mén 

far westward as Vandeventer 
avenue, and then, seeing that their 
pursuit was hopeless, they abandoned the 
chuse. The wagon evidently continued its 
fliighton Delmar as far west as Sarah street. 
Then it turned south and went onward 
through the darkness. Near the corner of 
Lindell avenue and Satah street. the body of 
Miss Tovell became d®entangied. irom the 
wagorm, or was ioosened by the two men 
themselves, and fell to the street. The wagon 
then went south to Pine street, and there 
turned westward, when all trace of it wus 
lost. 
' FINDING OF THE BODY. 

Miss Toveli’s body was found where it had 
fallen, by Officer Drier. An amwbulasce was 
summoned, and it was taken first tothe Dis- 
Pensary and thence tothe hospital. Here, 
upon examination, the frightful <xtent 
o the injuries received were made ap- 
parent. Miss Tovell’s skull was evi- 
dently fractured, her nose was 
broken, an awtul tumor had been formed on 
the right side of her head, and her arms and 
en were terribivy mangied. She was uncon- 
scious and rewained so until her death. A 
card found im ber pooket gave her address as 
1127 North Grand avenue, which proved to be 
the residence of Dr. Simeon Pollak, who stated 
that Mise Tovell was a Nérmai School teadher 
and had bourded with iis family since coming 
to 8t. Louis from

THE BRIDE OF A YEAR, 


at Summit, Pa. 


SUMMIT, Pa., Deo. 6.—Social circles were 
convulsed here yesterday morning by the an- 
mouncement that Mrs. Walter F. Bennett, a 
bride of only one year, andoneof the most 
popular and charming ladies in this section, 
had committed suicide by shooting. herself 
through the heart in their pretty IMtle cottage 
at the eastern end of the town. 

Mrs. Bennett was the only daughter of the 


late Henry W. Wheeler, a prominent lumber 
dealer, and was but 22 years of age Twelve 
months ago she married Walter F. Bennett, 
her father’s confidential clerk. The bride’s 
mother made her home with the young 
couple, who started out ia life under the most 
favorable prospects. Mrs. Wheeler is a 
pleasant lady of years. She is as eccentric 
person, possessed of a vivid imagination 
and arrogated to herself the power 
of mind reading,& faculty which had not fully 
developed itself until her Gaughter’s mar- 
riage. After Henry Wheeler’s death his busi- 
ness was closed eutand Bennett accepted a 
commission agency which necessitated his 
belng away from aome much of bis time. 
Mre. Wheeler had surmised that he was 
‘‘comfortably fixed financially,’’ and was 
greatly disappointed when she learned that 
such was not the case. hen she toid her 
daughter that her marriage to Bennett was a 
fatalerror. She said ber life with him would 
be one of misery and hopeless regret. She 
charged him with being unfaithful to his vows 
and even made the asseriion that he was 
keeping company with iadies well known 
abouttown. Mrs. Bennett was astounded at 
the revelation of her mother. On her hus- 
band’s return, Mrs. Wheeler’s welcome was 
more affectionate than ever vefore, but bis 
wife confronted him with the charges. He 
made no defense beyond a simple denial, and 
sugested that it would be wel! for his wife to 
choose between her mother and her husband, 
intimating that Mrs. Wheeler should leave 
the house. Last Monday Mr. Bennett left 
home, and on Thursday Mrs. Wheeler re- 
ceived the following letter postmarked brigh- 
ton: 

DEAR Mrs. WHEELER—In view of what has re- 
cently traaspired I am forced to the conclusion that 
because lam not, as youcall it. **comfortably fixed 
financially.’’ you do not regard me asa suitabie hus- 
baud for your daughter. Permit me, madam, to say 
I have what I value athousand times more—bonor 
principle asd a character, whicheven you cannot 
successfully assail. lLhave discovered, not too late, 
that you wield a powerful and evil influence over your 
daughter. In orderthat this particular trait in your 
character may have full scope you can now and for 
all time consider Bertha entirely at your command 
and under your personal care.

JAY GOULD'S VIFW* CONSIDERED AT A 
MEETING OF WESTERN LINES. 


Several Reselations Presented by Him 
Threugh Mr. Leeds ef the Missour! Pa- 
cific Adepted by the Roads—Mr. Stickney 
Discusses Mr. Egan’s Indictment—Pos- 
sible Unien Pacific Appeintments—News 
efthe Bail. 


Omtoaco, Ill., Dec. 6.—Jay Gould’s ideas 
were listened to with great attention and 
Were most respectfully considered at the 
meeting of the executive officers of the West- 
@rn roads during their session in Chicago on 
Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday of this 
week. 
portant action of the meeting was inspired by 
abd in full aceord with the ideas furnished by 
Jay Gould through the mediam of J. H. 
Leeds, Traffic Manager of the Missouri 
Pacific. Mr. Leeds introduced a series of 
resolutions providing for the strictest pos- 
sible maintenance of tariff rates, certain 
advances in rates, stoppage of commissions 
on freight destined te points west of 
the Mississippi River, and A strong 
ebservance of the present agreements. 
All these were unanimously adopted. A por- 
tion of Mr. Leeds’ resolutions were laid ever 
force neideration ata meeting to be heldina 
few days, the date to be fixed and the call is- 
sued by Chairman Midgley. Those resolu- 
tions laid.over for consideration at this meet- 
ing provide for the formation of one general 
association by railroads entering Chicago and 
St. Louis, upon the general basis for a pool to 
divide traffic and maintain rates. The resolu- 
tions provided that when such an agreement 
became effective all roads interested should 
rely onlyon such metbods as might be pro- 
vided by the agreementto secure traffic, and 
thatnooneroad should grant a special rate 
en freight shipments of any nature except by 
thecommon consent ofall the other linea in 
the association. Going further, joint agents 
were provided for to care for all ¢ompetitive 


traffic, and each road entering sthe agreement 
was piedged to be bound by the articles of the 
association for one year. 

Chairman Midgiey was instructed to call 
auother general meeting of the executive 
officers of Western roads to consider Mr. 
Leeds’ resolutions as soon as it is pos- 
sible to secure a representation of every line. 
It is desired to form an association compris- 
ing ail the roads between Chicago and the 
Pacific coast, and detween the Gulf of Mexico 
and the Rio Grande River on the South and 
the Britiah line on the north. This ambitious 
scheme may net go through, however, and 
the Western boundaries of the association 
at the Rocky Mountains. 


ant Ne Employes Deadheading. 


 Theanger of several hundred employes on 
the Central Ratiroaa of New Jersey has been 
stirred up by a notice issued by Supt. W. H. 
Peddie, requiring them to live nearer head- 


quarters. For many years they have been 
scattered along the line, some of them two 
hours’ ride ng & The circular, which asks 
the men to live between New York and Ber- 
gen Point, and refers to the eyilse of dead- 
peading, is this: 

**S50 mach delay, trouble and inconvenience 
is Caused by employes (assigned to through 
runs between Centerville and Mauch Chunk) 
in consequence of their living so far away 
from their werk, viz.: Somervilie, Hampton, 
Phillipsburg, and intermediate points, that I 
am obliged to request that you will mare 
your arrangements to live in Bergen 
Point, Centerville, or other convenient 
locality mear yuur work, so that you can 
promptly respond when called upon for 
service. This will avoid the continual fand 
unnecessary deadheading of a large number 
of employes over the road In both directions.’’ 

General Superintendent J. H. Olhausen 
says: ‘*Several years ago we ran the line be- 
tween Jersey City and Mauch Chunk in three 
divisions—one extending from Mauch Chnak 
to Easton, another from Easton to Hampton, 
and the third from Hampton to Jersey Uity. 
The crews ran only on their own divisions, 
and neturalliy settied down along the same in 
orderto be handy for work. Someof them 
lived at Hampton, and they continued to do 
so after we abolished the separate divisiens 
and rancrews through from Jersey City to 
Mauch Chunk, as it is most ecovomical to do. 
ittakes these Hampton men and others sin.- 
llarly situated so loog to come to work and go 
home that it doesn’t give them sufficient time 
to rest; besides, we want them nearer by, so 
that we can callthem in caseof emergency. 
And we are not sure of their getting in 
promptiy when they live so far away.’’

It is deemed fitting and proper 
that this anniversary be celebrated in the city 
of Decatur, lll., the bhomeof and the place 
where our lamented comrade, Dr. » we 
Stephenson, and othera first organized and 
gave life in fraternity, charity and loyalty to 
our noble order that has grown toa member- 
ship of 450,000 comrades, whose services for 
our common couatry, in war as well as peace, 
have been for the honor and purity of Amer!- 
can citizenship, a flag untarnished and a 
union preserved. 

An organization whese comradeship knows 
no rank, race or color, whose fraternity is as 
broad as the fieid of azure biue, and as true as 
the stars that embiazon it; whose charity is 
based In acommon humanity that Knows no 
condition, save only that the needy were loyal 
tothe flag, to all whom it extends a helping 
hand, to comrade, wife, widow or children; 
that with its auxiliaries, the Woman’s Kelief

The Dilles-O’ Brien Party Still Unable to

At noon te-day the Irish .demonstration ar- 
ranged to take place at Exposition Hall to- 
morrow evening was declared off by the Ex- 
ecutive Committee.

We must ask you to coasider meeting post- 
poned pending decision of the party. 
DILLON AND O’ BRIEN. 


None of the other telegrams received gave 
the committee any idea as to when the Irish 
Parliamentary representatives would Come or 
whether they would come at all. The 
members of the committees who have 
worked sO energetically to make a 
success of the meeting are not at all pleased 
witb the turn of affairs, so far ae the onvoys 
are concerned, since Parnell created the di- 
vision in the party by attacking Gladstone and 
resisting the movemeatto have him surren- 
der the leadership. The explanation 
given by Messrs. O’Brien and 
Dillon that théy could not keep 
any engagements until a sottigment 
was roached already has not been «enerally 
accepted as sufficientiy strong to warrant the 
overturning of the pians of the local commit- 


tee. 
CHAIRMAN M’ NAMARA’S ACTION. 


Chairman McNamara said this morning that 
he had called the meeting off,and would awalt 


the final answer of the envoys. ‘'They may 
yet ide to come,”” he said, ‘‘and if they 
ap, willbe notified in time to get matters 
in readinessforthem. The arrangements as 
will stand until we learn definitely 
whether they will comeornot. The Execu- 
tive Committee will meot early next woek and 
will gat together [from time to time until 
Messrs. O’Kiriem, Dillon and their eoil- 
tell” us what they propose to 
tickets that are out will 
stay, and if the envoys conclude toscome 
they willof course be good for the mesting 
that will be arranged by the committee. If, 
on the other hand, they dw not cume, we will, 
I presume, deciare everything off and raise 
enough money among ourselves to liquidate 
all the  Dilis incugged in the work 
of preparing for the demonstration. 
understand we bave not abandoned the dem- 
onstration, snd we will not uniess we learn 
that the envoys do not proposetocome. We 
have simply postponed it. The committee 
greatly regrets that the meeting cannot be 
held to-morrow evening as it had every as- 
surance that it would be a success. 
A good-sized sum would »be_ realized, 
which oould be used to advantage either in 
the home rule campaign or for the reiief of 
the distressed tenants in Ireland.’’ 
SOME DISSATISFACTION. 

There isan unmistakable feeling of disgust 
among many prominent Irish Americans 
here as weil as elsewhere on ac- 
count of the Parneil matter and 
ahe battle now waging within the ranks of 
the Irish members on the question of Mr. 
Parneli’s retirement from the leadership. 
While Parneli has his supporters, the bulk of 
expression is thathe should step aside and 
let anotber take hie place. The unssttied 
state of matters among the Irish mem- 
bers is the canse of the breaking off 
of the demonstration that was to have 
been given to.morrow evening, and the com- 
mittee that bave been at work for the past 
two woeks are not at all satisfied. If.the en- 
voys sbould finally decide not to come, the 
unpleasant recollections of the affair may on 
future occasions cause some of the workers 
to hesitate before participating in movements 
of this characte®. The more enthusiastic 
nationalists fear this result.

Stocks in New York Develop Great 
Weakness.

' The Action of the Banks and Large 
Failures Responsible. 


General Suspicion That the Money and 
Steck Markets Are Being Artificially 
Maintained—Several Heavy Failures Ke- 
ported—A Mapid Decline All Along the 
Line—Shortage of Meney for Cemmer- 
cial Uses—Shipments of Geld Made Frem 
Eegiand to the United States—The 
Money Market Greatly Disturbed—Fears 
Eatertained ef a Panic After Jan. 1—A 
Strained situation. 


New York, Dec. 6. 
HE teeling among 
brokers im New York 
was one of great un- 
certainty and decided 
gioom this morning. 
The purchase of active 
stocks on anything 
like the usual margins 
has been put a stop 
to, as brokers were 
unwilling, in view of 
the extremely weuk 
and uncertain con- 
dition of the market 
to buy stocks “for 
customers unless they 
were far more amply 
secured than they 
have been in the 
past. The general 
epinion is that the warket’ is being 
artifically sustained, and it is feared that 
those who are bearing the burden will become 
unadie or unwilling to continue the course 
wpon which they have entered, and that when 
the support is withdrawn prices will fall with 
unprecedented rapidity. It is the dread of 
being caught in sucha decline that renders 
brokers unwilling to purchase for customers 
©n margin, and to discourage investment, 

THE MONEY MARKET. 

Asa matter of fact many brokers have felt 
Sthemeeives obliged to refuse to purchase 
stocks for customers unless the iatter 
Deught outright. Thus a strong sustaining 
force has been removed from the market, 
andthe dangers ofa deciine have been in- 
creased. The action ofthe Ciearing-house 
in issuing a fresh batch of clearing-Bw use 
certificates has had amost depressing effect 
upon public confidence, especially when the 
fact is taken into consideration that this 
course was adopted not for the purpose of 
relieving a pressure on Wall Street, but to 
meet the demands of reguiar commercial 
borrowers. The policy of the banks has been 
to make money as eg as possibie on Wall 
Street, and to accomplish this 
result the commercial olasses have 
beer obliged to dispense with the usual ac- 
commodations granted them. When the de- 
Mmandse became too pressing the up-town 
Danke took out clearing-house certificates, as 
there was not enough money on baad to trans. 
act business in the ordinary manner. This 
practicable and unmistakable confession that 
the supply of money is not equa! to the de- 
mand, coupled with the comparatively low 
price of short loans, and the great difficulty 
experierced in negotiating longer loans, has 
led to the belief thatthe cheapness of money 
en Wall street is due to manipulation, 
end that the greatest stringency of the 
year may ocourat anytime. The frequency 
of failures outside of New York has also had 
a bad influence on the market, and has caused 
foreign banks to withdraw their deposits 
from this city. While itis known that few 
banks Inthe country are insolvent, it is aiso 
known that stili fewer are prepared to meeta 
run, the detaiis of their business being based 
on ordinary aed pot en exceptional condi- 
tions. 


A GREAT FIRM EMBARRASSED. 

It came to light yesterday that Charles Hig- 
gins & Co., the extensive soap manufacturers 
of Park and Clinton aveoues, Brooklyo, have 
been fuancially embarrussed for some time 
because of the tightness of the money market; 
that for the past week they have been unable 
to meet their obligations aad were ocompelied 
to stop payment on the notes, and that asa 
Way outefthe diflicuity the firm had been 
Giessolved and a new stock company, to be 
known as the Charies 8. H’gxzins Co., has 
been organized, in which severai of the prin- 
cival creditors of the firm are members and 
will takean active interest. 

This newe caiwme to the surfacein a very 
strange manner. Durieg the afternoon it wus 
rumored in Wall street that Thurber, Wbytand 
&Co., the wholesale grocers on Broadway 
and Reed streets, thia city, bad falled. This 
wes supplemented later by the more guarded 
apnouncement published in an alternoon 
mewspaper that ‘‘it is reported that the 
special ge eg ef one of the largest grocery 
bouses the city hus failed,’’ and thatthe 

Artiem, interested are very reticent. This 

eautifully indefinite statement was excused 
by the assertion that the ‘‘lateness ,of the 
hour prevented the giving of dota tis.’ 

H. K. THURBER’S STATEMENT. 

The especial purtner of the iburber firm, 
Horace K. Thurber, was found at his home, 
No. 146 West T welfth street, by a reporter last 
might. He was taking it easy in bis smoking 
jacket and contentedily puffiag a fragrant 
cigar, loeking like the last mun in the world 
who had failed. Wher the matter was re- 
terred to bim he said: 

‘*I have not failed, either ey uth or as 
the special partner of Thurber, Whyland & 
Co. Iwliilesay this, however, I have some 
call loans, with collateral attached, that are 
good. 1 have just seven creditors of my own 
alltold. Not oneof them will even ask me 
for payment. 1 am the indorser om some 
paper that is cue, and that has not been paid 
yet. lean pay every dollar that] am indorsed 
on, even if the parties did not pay acent of 
it, and then have as imuch left as perhaps is 
good for meto bave. icould not pay all of 

my indorsements at once.’ 

**Oan you tell me some of the parties whose 
paper you have indorsed and which, as you 
say you may have to ) pay?’ 

“No, sl sir, l cannot. 

One of the latest rumors on the street was 
to the effect that Churies 8. Higgins & Co. 
were embarrassed and that H. K. Thurber 
was one of the largest creditors of the firm. 
Therefore the repurter asked Mr. Thurber: 
**Ie it true that you are a large iIndorser of the 
paper of Higgius & Co., the soap manufactur- 
ers of Brooklyn, who are said to be em- 
barrassed?’’ 

In true Yankee fashion, Mr. Thurber ana- 
swered the question by asking another. After 
looking very wuch surprised be said: 

*-Whére did you learn that?’ He was told 
and then, with a frankness that was as sur- 
prising as it was refreshing, he replied: 
**Yes, itis true, every word of it.’’ Asked 
for particulars he continued: ‘‘Higgins & 
Co. have Leen temporarily embarrassed for 
some days aud we found it necessary to stop

This is the third - largest 
cotton bouse in the country, and supposed to 
be one of the wealthiest. They will ask for 
an extension and say they will pay dollar for 
dollar. The recent financial punig, the 
slowness of collections and . the decline 
im the price of cotten each had its sbare in 
the result. The house is composed of Victor 
Meyer, Vice-President of the Union National 
Bank, Adolph- Meyer, recently elected to 
Congress from the First Loulsiana District 
and Cassius Mayer, capitalist. The firm was 
interested in twenty-five or thirty cotton 
Piantations and owned half a dozen of the 
best sugar plantations in the State. 

The ftaliure was not announced until after 
business bourse. It ie feared the wreck of this 
great commercial house may involve several 
otber firms. Solomon Meyer is resident part-

A NEW ORLEANS FAILURE. 

Late yesterday evening it was rumored that 
the commercial firm of V.& A. Meyer & Co. 
was seriousiv embarrassed and would be com- 
pelled to suspend pseywent, call a meeting of 
creditors and asking for an extension. No 
omMcial statement has yet been made, but it is 
learned that their assets will exceed $3,00', 000, 
while their liabilities are wery much less, 
approximating $2, 000,00. 

In areply toa request to the cause of the 
firm's embarrassinent, Mr. Meyer stated that it 
was dueto the existing finargcial pressure, 
which of late has convuilseu ali the leading 
financial centers and imp:ired confidence. 
This made collections siow and increased the 
adifficuity of promptly realizing on the best 
assets. The recent deciine in the price of 
cotton was also, Mr. Meyer said, in a measure 
responsibie for the failure. 

The firm o! V. & A. Mieyer & Co. is one of 
the oldest oottom houses in the city and has 
done a very large business for years past, 
both under the present firm’s name and 
as Meyer, Wies & Co., which was the original 
title. The establishment has always enjoyed 
a high reputation in the business community, 
had a large business in all the neighboring 
States, being extensively identified with the 
cotton irdustry. The firm also received con- 
signoments of suaar and controled several fine 
sugar @states aud among their assets are 1,800 
baies of cotton. 

The firm bas an office in New York at No. 

17 William street and are the agents bere for 
the Natchez and Post Gibson, Miss,, cotton 
mills, another ml in North Carolisa. The 
members of the firm pave always been prom- 
inent members ofthe Cotton Exchange and 
tooka leadimg part inali buisness enter- 
prises, 

Mr. Victor Myer, Vice-President of the 
Union National Bank and Gen. Meyer, another 
partner is commander of the Firat Brigade of 
the State National Guard and Congressman 
elect from the First Louisiana District.

Negligent Railway Companies. 


JACKSONVILLE, Ill., Dec. 6.—The victims of 
the railroad disaster here are improving. The 
Coroner’s jury finds thatthe Alton and the 
Wabash roads were grossly negligent in not 


providing the safeguards necessary to pre- 
vent such accidents at the junction, that the 
several employes of the Wabash freight train 
used ordinary precautions to prevent a col- 
lision but falied to use the extraordinary pre- 
cautions necessary to prevent this collision as 
the night was frosty and theratis slippery. 
It is recommended that both the Wabash and 
Chicago & Alton be severely censured and that 
the severalemployes ofthe Wabash freight 
train be discharged, the evidence, however, 
being insufficientto hold them foracriminal 
prosecution.

Judge Thayer Makes Handsome Allowances 


im the 8t. L., A. & T. Ry. Receivership. 


Judge Thayer inthe United States Circuit 
Court thie morning made the following allow- 
ances from the fund in the registry of the 
court from the sale of the St. Louls, Arkansas 
& Texas Raliway. To the Central Trust Oo. 
of New York for services as trustee of bonds, 
$2,500; for expenses and attorneys’ fees, 


$25,000. 

To the Mercantile Trust Co. for services as 
$13 00.” $5,000; for counsel fees and expenses, 

2,600. 

The receivers, Messrs. Fordyce and Swan- 
son, are to divide the saiary ($15,000 per 
annum) formerly paid the president of the 
railway company. 

To the Special Master, DP. P. Dyer, an addi- 
tional allowance of $7,500 over and above 
what has already been paid him. 

To receivers’ counsel the amounts already 
paid to them. 

The road was sold in October by Master D. 
P. Dyer to Louis Fitzgereld, ‘‘purchasing 
trustee’’ for the bondholders for $6,000,000, of 
which sum $75,000 wes paid into court. The 
case has been in court since May 14, 1889, and 
the allowances are supposed to cover ali 
services todate. Jefferson Cbandler, general 
solicitor for the receivers, has been paid 
$14,623.60. He aeked foran additional aliow- 
ance of $2,500, and the matter was referred to 
the Master by Judwe Thayer. Clark, Dyer & 
Bollinger, attorneys for the receivers, have 
ween pore $7,311.71. 

8. W. Fordyce has been paid $11,729.78 He 
will receive under the court’s order a total 
sum of $11,418, including what has already 
been paid him. A. #1. Swanson, whois en- 
titled to a like sum, has received $8,226.20. 

Master Dyer has. been paid $7,779.50, and 
taking an additional sum of $7,500, will huvea 
teta] sum for seventeen months’ service of 
615,279.50. He q@ill also receive, under the 
court’s order, any expenses he may be put to 
in closing the case. The allowance is a com- 
fortabie one, but not large in comparison with 
allowances made in the same court to masters 
in other receiversh ips. 

Judre Seymour D. Thompson received $7,- 
517.60 for selling the Pacifie railroad of Mis- 
souriin 1876. Tnat road sold for $3,000,000. 
He claimed $15,000. David H. Armstruny soid 
the Atiantic & Pacific Rallway in 1#76 for $500, - 
000 and got $5,000. No specific al- 
lowanoce was made the masters for 
the sale of the &t. Louls, Hannibal 
& Keoxuk Railway. T. C. Reynolds as Master 
received $5,000, and B. Gratz Brown, who 
succeeded him, received $8,000, in full com- 

ensation for allthbelr services in that case. 
n the first Texas & 8t. Louis Rallway case 
George H. Shields was paid $20,000 im full for 
all his services, which included the sale of the 
road in 1886 for $7,000,000, Josepb Shippen, 
who was the Master in the case of the Missis- 
sipp! Valley & Western Railway, sold the roud 
fn 1875 for $612,000, and was paid $6,000 for all 
of his services.

men always held that while a colored man 
will fight all right while things are going his 
way, he invariably quits under severe pun- 
ishment. There is no denying the fact that 
this has been largely true of colored pugilists, 
particularly when pitted against white men. 
A negro will generaily Oghtilonger, better and 
with more confidence against a pugilist of bis 
own colorthan he will against a white mao. 
In fact, many a colored pugilist who, after 
practically winning a battie, bas lost heart 
and thrown itup merely because he was not 
finishing his man quickly enough. Dixon as 
bantam-weight and Jackson as a heavy- 
weight have shown themselves to be wonder- 
fully clever figbters, but the courage of 
neither has bees put toa severe test. They 
bave never met men who have punished 
them severely and continuously enough to 
determine whether tbey are ‘‘quitters.’ 

Many colored pugilists of prominence bave 
developed since 1810. Tom Molineaux, be- 
tween 1810 and 1815, fought Tom Cribb, Jack 
Carteranda lot«of great white men. Then 
there were Bill Richmond, the ‘‘dlack Ter- 
ror;’’ Jem Wharton, Bob Smith, the *‘Liver- 
pool Darkey;’’ Bob Travers, the cleverest of 
them all; Harry Woodeon, Geo. Godgirey, 0. 
A. C. Smith, McHenry Jobnson,Chas. Hadley, 
Harris Martin, Peter Jackson and Geo. Dixon. 
Th were nearly all American colored men. 
Jackson vbelongse to Australia, Dixon tothe 
British Provinces. 

Travers and Molineaux were champions in 
their day, and neitherever showed the white 
featherin afight, Mary point to them as evi- 
dence that a colored pugilistcan be thor- 
oughly game, bat there isaquestion whether 
either ever received punishment severe 
enough to thoroughly test their courage, Cer- 
tain it is that despite the cleverness of some 
of the present colored fighters the sporting 
fraternity generally stili have some doubts as 
to their gameness. 


Gurasberg’s Records. 


Ieidor Gunseberg of London, who has come 
to this country to play a chess match with 
William Steinitz of New York for the cham- 
pionship of the world, atitle at present held 


by the latter, was born at Buda-Pesth, tho 
capital of Hungary, on Nov. 2, 184. Wher a 
bey be displayed remarkabie taient in the 
game of chess, in which bis father had been 
his instructor. In 1867, when but 13 years of 
ave, he piayed a match In Paris with Rosen- 
thul, the latter giving bim odds. The boy won 
a mujority of the games. 

Nine years later the so-called chess au- 
tomaton, ‘‘Mephisto,’’ caused a general sen- 
sation in London. It was for a tongtimea 
secrei who wus the controller of ‘‘Mepnhis- 
to’s’’ movements. Uitimately, however, it 
was discovered that Gunsberg was the real 
soul of the automaton. 

A short time after this a match was played 
between Blackburne and Gunsberg, in which 
the Enulishbman wave the odds of two games. 
This match was termed the ‘‘French Defense 
Matcn,’’ In consequence of both exper s 
adopting this torin of defense in almost every 
game. Blackburne won the match, but the 
games still rank among the finest specimens 
of plxay in thie particalar defense. 

Guneberg then retired from pubilc chess 
competition, and devoted his time more to 
club play. His chess career proper reaily 
oniy dates back to 1885. Inthat year he won 
the fret prize inthe ‘‘giant tournament’’ of 
100 competitors atthe City of London Chess 
(lub. He wonthe first prize in the initial 
tournament of the newly formed British Chess 
Association without losing a game, and he 
finally gained the first prizein the Hamburg 
international tournaiment. In this tourna- 
ment Ganebery came out half a game ahead 
of Blackburne, Englisch, Mackenzie, Dr. 
Tarrasch and Weiss. He also beat the vet- 
eran Bird in the same year, with five gaines 
to one. 

In 1886 he secured the first prize in Pursen’s 
handicap, London, while in tne following 
year he defeated Biackburne in a set match, 
witha score of fiVe games to two andtwo 
drawn. In 1887 he also divided first and second 
prizes with Burn in the National Masters’ 
tournament, under the auspices of the British 
Chess Association. 

The first prize at Simpson’s handicap in 
London In 1888 was carried off by Gunaberg and 
in the same year he divided first and second 
prizes in the British Chess Club’s handicap.

The 
same year he took the fourth prize atthe 
Breslau International Tournament and the 
fith in asimilarcompetition at Amsterdam, 
Toward the close of I889 he took part inthe 
international tournament which was held un- 
der the auspices of the British Chess Assoc ia- 
tion in London, and there he shared the first 
and second prizes with Bird. 

Gunsberg then visited Havana, where in the 
early pertof{ this year he encountered Tscbi- 
gorin imaset match often gamesup. The 
strugvle was abandoned asa draw when each 
had scored nine wins and five gumes had been 
drawn. At the international tournament in 
Manchester last August, Gunsbere divided 
the fifth and sixth prizes with Mason witha 
score of lilg wins out of apossible 19. The 
highest score made was that of Dr. Tarrasch, 
who won 154s games.

Wien he left he carried a passport of the 
United States, witha big American eagie at 
the head andthe signature of the Secretary 
of State atthe bottom, but neither the pass- 
port, the eagle, northe signature was suffi- 
clent to keep him from imprisenment in 
Russia, after he bad been ordered by the 
Chief of Police not to leave the country and 
not to put up atany hotel there. Aftersix 
weeks of being knocked about from pillar to 
post and being the inmate of nearly every 
dungeon in St. Petersburg, Moscow and War- 
saw he finally met a Pooh Bah, who consonted 
to be insulted. Mr. Higgins was telling 
his story to some friemdson the steps ef the 
Produce Exchange. 

HOW HE LIKED IT. 

**Did I like it?’’ he asked. 

‘*‘Would you like to jump into a red hot 
furnace? Well, that was the sort of thing 
that I struck. I pictured to myself the good 
times I would have in Russia and burried up 
to reach there, but It was all too soon, and if 
I were going to Europe again I would keep as 
far from Russia as possible. When the 
steamerl was on reached &t. Petersburg the 
Captain asked for my passport. After look- 
ing at it he said that I would have to be locked 
up, as it was not vised by the Russiara Consul 
at Stockholm. 

** "I'll be darned if I do,’I said , and I 
thought of the many victories won by John L. 
Sullivan. I bared my big right arm,like the 
Lord High Executioner of the ‘Mikado,’ and 
was just going to make things warm when the 
Captain called a halt. 

‘*He finally told me that he would have a 
reginent of soldiers come to the pier, and if I 
had no objection they would escort me to the 
police station. Idid not know just what to 
do, but consented, as Ithought I might get 
lost. A.nid the playing of nation«!l hymns I was 
marched to the guard-houre. The chief of po- 
lice with hatin hand received me at the door 
and I was then conducted tothe private room, 
Assembied in the place were a dozen officials. 
They looked over me, felt my pulse, exam- 
ined ny tongue and looked at my passpert. I 
thought to myself that I had struck a private 
lunatic asylum, and concluded to lie low and 
await my chance. The ofticiels talked to- 
gether forfour hours, thumping the table and 
stamping on tne floor. Not being able to un 
derstand Russian, I was ataioss to know 
what they were suying. Ihad an impression, 
though, that it concerned we, for I saw the 
guard with arms crossed watching the bliink- 
ing of my eyes. 

NOT PERMITTED TO LEAVE 

‘*The men could not come to any under- 
standing, but finally I was told to go out of 
the guard-h use. I had already had ali [I 
wanted of Russia, so I asked for a permit to 
leave the country. The officials refused to 
grant itanad alsorefused to allow me to go to 
ahotel. Iwentto the American Consul and 
he fixed me for the time being. He thought it 
would be aseless to aitempt to get a passport 
there, so Il'went to Moscow. On reaching the 
hotel I sent my United States passport 
to the police, but it was returned at once with 
the information that it was no good. The 
botel keeper put my bageage in the street and 
locked thedoor Dehiad me. It was 9 o’ciock 
at night and en wing hard. I went to tne 
house of the American Corsu! and he sigued 
for me at the hotel. The next day I started 
out to find an interpreter. We tried to get 
the authorities to issue a permit, but without 
success. We had beén moving from hotel to 
hotel and boarding house to boarding house 
until I was tied. 

‘*I] suggested thatthe interpreter find out 
what the price of the Governor of Moscow 
was. Aftera day’sdelay 1 was delighted to 
learn that he would fix me for $50. I sent the 
money and my passport, and the next morn- 
ing at 7 o'clock it was returned. A memoran- 
dum in biue ink bud been made by the govern- 
or and a siip pasted onthe end of the pass- 
port. AnhourlaterI bad paid my bill and 
was on my journey towards the fronticr. On 
reaching itmy passport was examined and 
the #lip taken and my poor self allowed to go. 
I have had all I want of Russia.’’
